Really great idea and perfect timing! I am starting to build Jim's 
2N2/15 (yep the 15m version) and will be using some SMT parts. I plan 
on using 1206 resistor chips where there is a resistor going to ground, 
and all of the bypass .01 and .001 caps as well. I will be using 1/32 
pads so there isn't much of a "drop" from the pad to the substrate. In 
the process of getting the parts together at this time. 


I really like the idea of etching the lines ahead of time and then 
cutting or punching them out. I would take it to the next logical step 
with "pads" for SOIC chips, etc. One thing I found out was in trying 
to make one is that it is very, very difficult to solder anything to the 
pads I tried to make with the "standard" method of cutting tracks ina 
piece of board. It works ok with the standard DIP chips, but not with 
the SOIC's. I was using a .015 razor saw (a standard hacksaw blade is 
.030 according to my calipers) and a miter box as well. I saw the 
adaptor boards in the Digi-Key or Mouser catalog, but they are a couple 
bucks EACH! Should be no problem to create an adaptor board with larger 
pads to solder to with lead-ins to the IC pads. 

Anyway, it is a great idea! Keep me posted!

FYBO was a real blast! I did not make that many contacts since 
I am not much of a contester, but I did have a lot of fun. I have not 
been on the air much for a while and it was great to be back. 


At first I tried using a 1/2 wave tuner to load 33' of mast as an end 
fed half wave vertical on 20m. This did not work out very well as I 
could hear folks a lot better than they could hear me. 


After some time I broke out the MJF analyzer and looked at 40m 
where it ought to look like a 1/4 wave vertical. From that I discovered 


that it resonated somewhere around 6.3 MHz instead of 7 MHz, probably 
because of the large diameter. As a result, at 14 MHz, the 1/2 wave 
tuner was producing R = 20 ohms, X = 20 ohms to the transmitter, 
which was not good. 


In the end, I broke out my faithful Z match tuner on 20m and I started 
having much better success. 


This trip I tried a number of new things: 


- My homebrew 40m/20m DC transceiver seems to work well. 

- A new pair of homebrew paddles seemed to work great. 

- I used a set of 10 AA NiMH batteries augmented with a small 
solar panel. Overcast skies limited the effectiveness of the solar 
panel, so I was afraid to call CQ much, which greatly reduced the 
number of contacts I made. 


I stayed on 20m most of the time. It seemed like I had a pipeline 
into CO as 6 out of my 23 contact were from there. 


Consistent big signals on the band included AA5B, WA7LNW, 
WA8ZBT, KG5N, and KOEVZ. 


Best DX was the N1QS team in VT. 


The coldest folks I worked was Ed, WD7Y (19 F) and Bruce, 
AA5B (18). On the other hand I was fairly cozy at about 60F 
in a small tent at the top of a small hill in Phoenix, Az.

One point to consider about this discussion of "big rigs" vs "little rigs" 
is the receiver aspect. 


Unlike most QRPers I do not own a true QRP rig. I have a 30 meter TT kit 
waiting to be built but all my QRP operating so far has been done with an 
Icom IC-756 PRO. The reason for this is strictly to obtain the outstanding 
performance of the PRO receiver. The knob on the front panel will reduce 
the r-£ output to 2 watts, but the receiver stays the same with all its 
sensitivity and excellent DSP IF filters, etc. 


So, I can readily understand why someone interested in QRP operation would 
spring for a 100-watt big rig if for no other reason that to obtain the 
performance of the receiver. 


Now, before the K2 boys descend upon me in righteous ire, I acknowledge 
that the K2 receiver stands heads and shoulders abover the run of the mill 
"little" QRP rigs. But for many folks, the price of a K2 equipped about the 
same as a typical low- to mid-range ($1000 - $1500) QRO rig is about the 
same so it not surprising that a lot of the guys go for the QRO rig and 
just crank back on the output like I do. But that 100-watt capability cost 
them little or nothing compared to a "true" top-line QRP rig. 


So, let's stick to basics: QRP operation is solely defined by the power 
level coming out of the antenna connector on the rig, not the size of the 
box or its power-level capabilities.

I dont have one but I do have the MFJ Six Meter SSB transceiver. 
Generally the receiver is sensitive and the transmitter has good sharp 
audio. 


The biggest concern I would have in recommending it for two meters is 
that most activity occurs on 144.2 and there is no easy way to set the 
radio to 144.2.

I've built an SST-30. I want to complete as small and minimal a 
portable station as possible: the xcvr, a key, and a lightweight 
resonant antenna. (This is to carry with me all the time in case 
I stumble over Delaware out in the woods someplace. ) 


End-fed is preferable. An ordinary end-fed half-wave dipole will 
require some kind of matching, either a little film-can LC network 
or 1/4-wave matching section and a balun. This is one more piece 
than I'd like to carry if possible. And it being an imperfect world, 
a trivial counterpoise might be needed too. That's 2 extra. 


An alternative is a Resonant Feedline Dipole. Effectively end-fed, 
no matching, unbalanced, no counterpoise. 


Question 1: anybody have any first-hand experience with one of these? 


But the RFD requires a little more than 1/2-wavelength of coax as 
well as 1/4-wave single conductor. This may be a little bulkier and 
heavier than I'd like, especially on 30m. 


Question 2: anybody have any experience with an RFD made from RG-174? 
A guess. The 1/4-wave "collinear" section won't be affected too much 
by using the lossier coax. And if I read the chart correctly, the 
"“feedline" section should show a roughly constant 1 dB matched loss 
for a 1/4-wave section between 3.5 and 30 MHz, which might be 
acceptable. About the coiled-coax choke section I'm blank. Maybe 
beads instead.

At the risk of sounding like a weaselly engineer, I think "it depends." 
Insulation adds weight that's not going to radiate anything, but it'll help 
protect the wire (I assume it's copper) from corrosion. So you need to 
decide if it's worth trading efficiency (i.e. accepting that non-corroded 
wire conducts noticeably better) for longevity. 


My personal bias (based on very little science) is that: 


1) Light surface corrosion on my wire antennas doesn't cause noticeable 
loss. (In other words, my systems are so lossy that a little more won't 
make much difference. ) 


2) My wire antennas won't stay up long enough for significant corrosion to 
build up anyway. 


So I personally would go with the bare wire. HOWEVER, if you expect the 
antenna to stay up for more that a few years, some kind of protection for 
the metal is in order. 


(21 cents a foot sounds like an awful lot, even for indoor/outdoor 
insulation. I may be behind the times, but can you get something equivalent 
from your neighborhood hardware or home improvement store that's cheaper?)

>individual dits/dahs - ie above 12wpm. Most Farnsworth based 
>teaching relies on much lower speeds to start code learning. 


Farnsworth code characters are typically sent much faster than 12 wpm. 
Typically 15-25 wpm. Sometimes even as high as 50 wpm. 


So, the statement that Koch method uses a faster code speed is not true. 


>The idea is a stream of only 2 chars are sent at speed (>12wpm) 

>and all the brain needs to do is discriminate between the 2 different 
>rhythms - to aid this Koch originally also used differing tones for 
>dits and dahs, bring the tones closer together as training 
>progressed. 


The key difference here is that Koch uses 2-character groups sent at 
speed, whereas Farnsworth sent each character at speed, and added extra 
inter-character space to make the aggregate speed much lower. 


Both methods use higher-speed code to allow the brain a chance to 
recognise the pattern of sound, rather than counting individual elements. 
Each transmits only a small amount of information, so the beginner has a 
chance to copy what was sent and not get overwhelmed. 


>Once the brain can discriminate 100% successfully 
>between 2 rhythms a third is added and so on. To train the brain to 


>avoid lingering over uncertain pattern recognition Koch also threw in 


>as yet unlearned chars or even non-morse rhythms (eg ---.) 
>occassionally. 
Koch was a cruel bastard.... <grin> 


I wish I knew about the Farnsworth or Koch methods when I was learning 
code. I had to depend on an old Ameco record, W1AW code practice, on the 
air copying, and my own computer software (in the pre-IBM PC era).
